about  1738,  according  to  tombstone  about  three  miles  from  St. 
Michaels  on  what  was  Hopkins'  property  showing  she  died  July  1, 
1801,  in  the  63rd  year  of  her  age,  was  the  same  Esther  shown  in 
"Hopkins  of  Virginia",  page  330,  born  April  27,  17  39,  the  daughter 
of  Joseph  Hopkins,  2nd,  b  6-26-1704,  d.  7-  26-1775,  who  married 
in  1724  Elizabeth  Skinner,  d.  3-3-1722.  An  additional  reason  for 
believing  Esther  Dodson  was  the  daughter  of  Joseph  Hopkins  afore  - 
said  is  that  all  of  her  children  listed  in  the  Dodson  book  by  Mr.  Ege 
bore  the  names  of  her  sisters  and  brothers  (including  her  father) 
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their  Dodson  grandfather  and  great  uncle  Dodson,  respectively, 

Robert  and  John.  Esther  Hopkins  was  a  granddaughter  of  Joseph 
Hopkins,  1st,  b.  1680,  m.  1703,  a  daughter  of  Col.  Henry  Fox, 
a  British  officer;  and  greatgranddaughter  of  Thos.

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COM  ME NTS 


A  very  good  sketch  of  Richard  Stearns  Dodson  (I)  may  be  found  in 
Volume  III  of  "Baltimore  Its  History  and  Its  People",  published  by  Lewis 
Historical  Publishing  Company,  1912,  pages  659-662,  with  preceding  illus¬ 
tration.  It  appears  the  information  was  in  part  taken  from  "Dodson  Genealo¬ 
gy  1600-1907",  by  Rev.  Thompson  P.  Ege  of  Philadelphia,  published  in  1908. 
The  latter  had  been  mostly  supplied  for  the  Maryland  branch  by  Dr.  Charles 
Marion  Dodson  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  a  brother  of  Richard  Stearns  Dodson 
(I).  We  Dodsons  should  be  grateful  to  Uncle  Marion  for  the  time  and  devotion 
he  put  in  his  effort  to  make  the  family  record  as  complete  as  he  did.  He  did 
an  excellent  work. 

The  old  ledger  of  Robert  Dodson,  born  December  6,  1762,  referred 
to  in  the  sketch,  is  now  at  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  in  Baltimore. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  think  of  some  of  the  incidents  that  reflect 
the  character  of  Grandfather  Dodson  (Richard  Stearns  Dodson  (I)  ).  I  give 
them  to  you  as  I  recall  they  were  given  to  me. 

Robert  Auld  Dodson  and  Hester  Ann  Rogers  Keithley  became  engaged 
to  be  married  while  on  a  sailing  trip  to  Herring  Island  in  the  Miles  River, 
Talbot  County,  Maryland.  It  was  their  custom  to  observe  the  anniversary  of 
their  engagement  by  sailing  to  Herring  Island.  I  wonder  whether,  they  ran 
aground  as  did  my  brother  Stearns  when  he  was  courting  his  fiancee  in  a  sail 
boat.  When  Grandfather  was  eight  years  of  age,  he  was  taken  on  one  of  these 
sailing  trips,  and  he  remarked,  "When  I  grow  up,  I  am  going  to  make  a  lot  of 
money  and  buy  this  island.  "  He  not  only  made  a  lot  of  money  and  bought  the 
island,  but  bought  as  well  such  ancestral  properties  as  "Dover  Point"  (Deep 
Water  Point),  "Long  Haul",  1  Martingham"  and  "Crooked  Intention"  (Canton). 
He  also  bought  Maiden  Point  Farm  on  the  Miles  River  not  far  from  "Solitude" 
on  the  Choptank  River,  where  Robert,  born  1700,  and  son,  Thomas  2nd, 
lived. 


On  sandy  Herring  Island,  Grandfather  built  a  one  room  house  of 
rough  boarding  and  stocked  it  with  provisions.  It  was  at  the  free  disposal 
of  any  waterman  who  might  want  to  use  it  overnight.  On  one  occasion,  his 
son  Herbert  announced  that  he  was  going  to  spend  the  weekend  on  the  island. 

His  father  cautioned  him  that  bad  weather  was  approaching.  The  trip  was 
called  off.  The  storm  caused  the  house  to  be  washed  away  At  family  prayers, 
Herbert,  a  mischievous  youngster,  said,  "Father,  read  that  chapter  in  the 
bible  about  the  foolish  man  who  built  his  house  upon  the  sand".  Without  a 
word.  Grandfather  moistened  his  finger  and  turned  to  the  page  and  read  the 
account  without  a  change  of  expression.  It  may  be  added  that  the  island  has 
disappeared  beneath  the  surface  of  the  water  and  the  site  is  only  marked  by 
a  beacon  light  to  indicate  shallow  water. 
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Grandfather  was  a  very  religious  man.  He  would  not  read  a  news-* 
paper  on  Sunday.  While  living  on  North  Charles  Street,  Baltimore,  he 
would  gather  his  family  for  prayers  on  Wednesday  nights.  A  friend  of 
Uncle  Berry,  whom  I  met  at  Herbert's  funeral,  told  me  that  for  that  rea¬ 
son  he  did  not  visit  at  the  Dodson  home  on  Wednesday  nights. 

Grandfather  had  a  great  fondness  for  members  of  the  clergy  and 
they  were  generally  free  guests  at  his  hotel. 

Rev.  Dr.  R.  N.  Sledd  was  Pastor  of  the  Granby  Street  Methodist 
Church  of  Norfolk,  which  Grandfather  attended.  When  he  visited  Grand¬ 
father's  summer  home,  "Waterview",  at  St.  Michaels,  he  was  offered  the 
use  of  a  particular  fruit  tree;  and  when  he  ventured  to  take  of  the  fruit  from 
the  trees  reserved  for  Dasie  and  Flora,  he  was  promptly  reminded  by  the 
young  ladies  that  he  was  taking  forbidden  fruit  and  compelled  to  stick  to  his 
own  tree. 


Bishop  Beverley  Dandridge  Tucker  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  the  father  of  two  bishops,  once  told  me,  while  travelling  by  train, 
of  the  time  his  congregation  was  building  a  house  for  him  on  Holt  Street, 
Norfolk.  The  house  however,  was  not  to  be  ready  for  three  months,  he 
said,  so  he  asked  Grandfather  what  he  would  charge  to  board  and  lodge  his 
family  at  the  New  Atlantic  Hotel.  According  to  the  large  number  of  them, 
it  would  have  been  very  costly  at  regular  rates.  So  Grandfather  said,  "What 
is  your  salary?".  I  think  the  answer  was  $150.  00  per  month.  The  bishop  said 
Grandfather  replied,  "I'll  take  that,  " 

Grandfather  bought  milk  for  the  New  Atlantic  Hotel  from  Father 
O'Keefe's  farm.  This  may  account  for  his  answer  when  accused  of  giving 
more  money  to  the  Catholic  Church  than  to  the  Methodist  Church.  He 
said,  "The  priests  come  to  see  me  oftener.  "  But  he  was  generous  to  the 
Methodist  Church  in  St,  Michaels,  Baltimore  and  Norfolk.  There  are  two 
memorial  windows  in  Epworth  M.  E,  Church,  Norfolk,  in  memory  of  him 
and  Grandmother. 

He  was  also  interested  in  education.  He  was  very  generous  to  the 
Womans  College  of  Baltimore,  later  known  as  Goucher  College,  of  which  he 
was  a  director. 

When  Grandfather  was  about  sixteen  years  of  age,  his  father  told  him 
to  take  a  load  of  grain  by  boat  to  Baltimore  from  St.  Michaels,  The  next  day 
his  father  said  to  his  mother,  "I  told  Richard  to  take  that  boat  load  of  grain  to 
Baltimore  and  he  is  upstairs  asleep.  "  "He  took  it  yesterday",  she  said.  He 
had  started  at  a  very  early  hour  with  a  favorable  breeze  to  Baltimore.  Upon 
arrival,  he  left  his  crew  unloading  while  he  went  to  place  an  order  for  a  re¬ 
turn  cargo,  which  he  told  the  dealer  he  wanted  delivered  on  the  wharf  not 
later  than  two  o'clock.  One  of  his  crew  complained  about  the  hard  work. 
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He  was  paid  off  and  Richard  took  off  his  coat  and  continued  the  unloading. 

Mr.  Clabaugh,  who  owned  the  wharf,  asked  him  if  he  was  going  to  sail  in 
the  storm  coming  out  of  the  northwest.  The  answer  was,  "Yes,  sir!  "  It 
gave  him  a  favorable  breeze  for  the  return  trip.  By  this  round  trip,  he 
made  a  record  run.  When  I  started  to  tell  of  it  to  a  young  man  from  Easton, 
Maryland,  in  Grif.  Jr.  's  room  at  the  University  of  Virginia,  he  replied 
that  he  had  heard  about  it. 

Mr.  Clabaugh  must  have  been  impressed  for  he  said,  "The  next 
time  you  are  in  Baltimore,  I  would  like  to  see  you.  "  Mr.  Clabaugh  subse¬ 
quently  put  him  in  touch  with  Mr,  Maltby  of  the  Old  Fountain  Inn,  where 
Grandfather's  hotel  experience  started. 

\ 

In  later  years  he  bought  the  Steamer  Olive,  which  carried  passengers 
and  freight  to  and  from  Baltimore  and  St.  Michaels  and  intervening  points.  He 
also  owned  a  wharf  on  Light  Street,  Baltimore.  (I  had  a  picture  of  the  Steamer 
Olive  in  which  I  appeared  about  the  age  of  four.  )  He  was  very  loyal  to  the 
people  of  St.  Michaels,  and  in  one  of  his  circulars  stated  that  people  ship- 
ping  from  other  points  would  be  required  to  pay  in  advance,  but  he  would 
allow  credit  to  the  shippers  of  St.  Michaels.  The  venture  was  not  profit¬ 
able  and  the  Steamer  Olive  was  sold  and  later  used  by  the  Suffolk  and  Caro¬ 
lina  Railway. 

He  reopened  the  New  Atlantic  Hotel  in  Norfolk  under  lease.  August 
31,  1871,  and  bought  it,  July  lt  1876.  He  built  the  Main  Street  Annex  in 
1881  with  brick  he  shipped  from  Talbot  County,  Maryland.  The  hotel  was 
sold  by  his  estate,  September  7,  1901,  and  it  was  totally  destroyed  by  fire, 
January  31,  1902.  The  first  Atlantic  Hotel,  on  the  north  side  of  Main  Street 
between  Atlantic  and  Bank  Streets,  was  destroyed  by  fire  January  8,  1867. 

The  New  Atlantic  Hotel  was  first  opened  by  A.  G.  Newton,  October  8,  1868, 

In  his  hotel  business,  he  had  many  problems.  When  the  ice  dealer 
made  a  big  increase  in  the  cost  of  ice,  he  had  a  ship-load  sent  to  him  by 
schooner  from  New  England,  The  ice  melted  on  the  way.  but  as  he  was 
about  to  repeat  the  order  the  local  ice  dealer  came  to  terms.  When  his 
lawyer  succeeded  in  having  his  proposed  tax  assessment  reduced  $100,  000,  00, 
saving  about  $1,000.  00  per  annum  for  five  years,  the  lawyer's  fee  was 
$5,  000,  00.  I  do  not  know  what  happened  at  the  end  of  the  five  years.  In 
1922,  while  I  was  in  the  Senate  of  Virginia,  the  very  able  lawyer  told  me 
at  a  window  in  the  Senate  Chamber  how  he  persuaded  Grandfather  not  to 
sell  out  at  a  time  when  he  was  greatly  discouraged.  I  could  not  help  from 
smiling  to  myself  when  I  thought  of  his  fee.  The  lawyer  earned  the  fee  but 
not  for  the  decreased  assessment.  However,  his  advice  not  to  sell  the 
hotel  property  was  worth  more  than  the  fee.  When  Grandfather's  banker 
called  his  loan  of  $5,  000.  00  a  friend  living  at  the  hotel  kindly  came  forward 
and  lent  him  the  money  without  security.  When  he  went  to  the  bank  to  pay  the 
loan,  the  banker  said,  "We  find  that  we  don't  need  the  money  now  "  The  loan 
was  paid  in  full. 
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In  1885,  The  Citizens  Bank  of  Norfolk,  Virginia,  occupied  the 
ground  floor  of  the  five  story  Dodson  Building  on  the  south  side  of  Main 
Street,  opposite  the  New  Atlantic  Hotel,  next  to  the  Geer  Building  on  the 
corner  of  Fayette  and  V/est  Main  Street.  Upstairs  in  the  front  of  the  Dodson 
Building  were  the  offices  of  the  Cotton  Exchange.  The  building,  built  by 
Grandfather  in  1885,  had  a  front  of  marble  brought  from  the  old  Rennert 
Hotel  in  Baltimore  when  it  was  torn  down.  The  two  buildings  occupied  the 
site  of  the  present  Western  Union  Building,  which  was  built  in  1902  for  the 
Atlantic  Trust  and  Deposit  Company,  of  which  Father  was  the  first  cashier. 

When  Grandfather  retired  in  1888,  he  moved  his  family  to  Baltimore 
and  left  the  New  Atlantic  Hotel  in  charge  of  his  oldest  son.Dolph,  who  was 
then  twenty -seven  years  of  age,  assisted  by  his  younger  sop,  Harry,  and 
later  his  son.  Berry.

Uncle  Marion,  I  have  relied  on  the  Auld  chart  and  notes  compiled  by  Miss 
Lulu  Gray,  Maryland  Historical  Magazine,  XLI,  3,  September,  1946, 

Hopkins  of  Virginia  and  Related  Families,  Jones'  Revised  History  of  Dor¬ 
chester  County,  notes  on  the  Keithly  and  Pfeltz  families  gathered  by 
Herbert  K.  Dodson,  records  from  the  Berry  Bible  now  in  possession  of 
L.  Berry  Dodson.  Jr.  ,  some  Auld  records  in  the  Maryland  Historical 
Society,  Grandfather  Dodson's  Bible,  of  which  I  have  photo  copies  of  the 
family  records,  and  some  records  from  the  Hall  of  Records  at  Annapolis. 

For  the  ancestors  of  William  Brown,  who  died  in  1752,  I  have  relied  on  a 
chart  made  by  Samuel  H.  Sheib,  a  descendant  of  William  Brown  and  his 
daughter,  Nancy,  a  sister  of  Amelia  who  married  William  Dodson  (1786-1833). 
My  sisters  and  cousins  have  been  very  helpful  in  bringing  the  family  records 
down  to  date.  Miss  Anna  Ellis  Harper  in  her  'History  of  St,  Michaels 
Parish''  has  considerable  family  history  of  interest  to  us. 

Although  it  is  not  enough  to  say.  "Our  father  is  Abraham"  (St,  J. 

8:39),  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  each  generation  may  be  worthy  of  the  best  of 
its  ancestors.  We  may  humbly  say  that  the  weakest  link  in  the  chain  is 
nevertheless  a  link  for  which  we  should  be  thankful. 

While  I  have  diligently  tried  to  give  correct  information,  there  may 
be  some  mistakes.  If  there  are  any,  I  would  like  to  be  informed  as  soon  as 
possible.
